I wanted to know what the psy- 
chological tests were by which the 
modern army selects its men for spe- 
cial service. 

“So would I.“ said Dr. Hall: “I’m 
trying to find out, but there isn’t any 
likelihood that the ones who know 
will voluntarily give up the secret. 
It is evident that there are such tests, 
and it is evident that they have been 
formulated by the greatest psychol- 
ogists of Europe. 

Psychology,“ Dr. Hall explained, 
“has largely discredited the so- 
called systems of phrenology and 
physiognomy, but that does not mean 
that it denies a relation between the 
physical development and mental 
characteristics. There is no doubt 
that psychological selectien used in 
the French army involves in part a 
practical application of the discov- 
eries of Sigaud, Thoris and Sturel, 
and later MacAuliffe and Chaillon, 
who definitely classified the human 
race into four distinct physiological, 
morphalogical and psychological 
types. 5 


Types Found in Armies. 

The first type to boͤ sharply dis- 
criminated was the alimentary or 
digestive type. Physiologically they 
are characterized by a predominance 
of the abdominal section of the body 
and similar predominance of the 
lower third section of the face. Men 
and women of this type are slow, 
sure, intense lovers of home, but very 
dependent on their food and impaired 
in their health and effectiveness by 
slight deprivations that would not af- 
fect others. In military life their 
great forte is defense; they are the 
most dogged and tenacious against at- 
tack, 

“The second somotological type, the 
respitatory, with broad heads in the 
region of the nose and ear, with a high 
vital index of great lung capacity, 
and rather a long thorax and very 
often with a hexagonal face, seems 
now pretty well established as a type 
in itself. These have some traits in 
common with the old ‘sanguine’ type 
of the phrenologist. They are won- 
derfully capable in getting their sec- 
ond wind, and that makes them very 
effective where men must be erethic. 
Hence, in war, they make the best 
aviators and cavalrymen and are 
great in a charge. They are best as 
sentinels and for service at distant 
posta. They are dependent upon their

How 2500 Civilians Are Being Converted Into 


Officers in High Pressure War School at Fort Riley 


From Desk Jobs to Commissions in 90 Days, Their Hope 


“We Do Not Expect to Turn Out 
Finished Officers,’ Says the 
Commander, “but We Do Be- 
lieve We Will Get a Large 
Number of Men Who Will Do 
in the Emergency’ Among 
Those Gather red There Are 
350 St. Louisans.

FORT RILEY, Kan., May 19. 
HE rifle in the hands of the infantrymen in 

7 the foremost line of battle is the deciding 

factor in war. 

It is to help perfect such infantrymen and to 
make them potent when their great hour comes 
that 350 young St. Louisans are being made into 
soldiers at Fort Riley. The St. Louisans are part 
of the 2500 men from Missouri, Kansas and Colo- 
rado, and the Fort Riley school is but one of 16 
of similar size in the country. Each camp is 
expected, when the chaff is winnowed from the 
wheat, to provide officers for a division of troops. 

Col. Tyree R. Rivers is commandant. He is a 
cavalry officer and loyal to his branch of the 
service, but he is teaching civilians how to be 
infantry officers with the same energy that he 
followed Villa in Mexico. The principles of war are 
the same, viewed from whatever arm of the 
service. 

The business ot a soldier is to kill. That is 
not the protest of a patifist, but the understood, 
agreed statement of students of the ethics and 
theory of arms. A mad dog is careering up and 
down the world, spreading death and wounds. 
He must be killed. The men at Fort Riley are a 
few hundred of the millions who are willing to 
stake their lives that the world may be made safe 
for democracy. The proposition needs no defense, 
and here at Fort Riley the only thought is of 
how best to fit the men for their work, for these 
men are to hear the bugle blow across the wasted 
fields of France, They are to be our gifts to 
armageddon. 


Men Mostly From Offices. | 


— — 


This great school is to last three months. The 
experiment of making officers before the army is 
raised, or even authorized, has never been tried 
before in this country, and never in any country 
before this war. Canada and England did as we 
are doing soon after the war began. The task of 
the instructors here is to take men between the 
ages of 21 and 45, coming from almost every 
peaceful walk of life, and in the short time avail- 
able transform them into officers. The students 
here are mostly out of offices. They have 
sufficient education, acceptable physical qualifi- 
cations upon which to build, and possibly a quar- 
ter of the number have had some meager military 
experience. 

They are, for the most part, the men who woke 
at 6 or 7 or 8 o' clock, ate breakfast, went to work, 
took an hour off for lunch, worked till 4 or 5 or 6, 
knocked off, went home, ate dinner, went to the 
movies or elsewhere, and finally to bed at 10 or 11 
or 12. 

Their ambitions were to hold their jobs or get 
better ones, to find entertainment, to advance 
their personal interests and to live their own lives. 
It is all changed now. 

The bugle takes the place of the alarm clock. 
They rise at 5:15 a. m. and they are in bed at 10 
p. m., today, tomorrow and every day, and in the 
hours between, their every action is regulated, and 
it takes place promptly almots on the tick of the 
clock. 

They live and work out of doors. They have 
again become acquainted with the forgotten sun- 
rise, and their hair is full of dust. They are be- 
ing made into soldiers and they are to acquire a 
soldier's viewpoint along with a soldier’s muscles. 


First Lesson in Discipline.

The first thing to be inculcated is discipline. 


Officers of the regular army who are instructors 
at the big school have found that this essential 
of a soldier is the one thing almost universally 
lacking in the American from civil life. Discipline 
cannot be “told” to the student, but it most come 
by training “at attention.” This means the drill, 
whether by squad, platoon or company, in close 
order, with the shoulders almost touching, and all 
muscles tense. Who discovered or developed this 
is now forgotten, but it is one of the old rules 
of the ancient game of war. Drill in open forma- 
tion comes later. ' 

The army presumes discipline to be that qual- 
ity which will cause a man to devote the last 
ounce of his strength to carry out a given order, 
or a known duty. Equally disciplined, there is 
little difference between the efficiency of the 
quiet, retiring man and the most pugnacious, 
when they are in uniform. 

These men must now acquire discipline, not only 
to make them valuable to their superior officers, 
but that they may inculcate it in their own men 
when they are officers. 

While they are acquiring discipline, the first 
esseiitial, they are learning the infantry drill.

How Men Were Chosen; | 
Another Camp to Follow 
AJ. LEWIS M. NUTTMAN, senior 
M instructor of the Fort Riley 
School, said that many unavoid- 
able mistakes were made in selecting the 
students who were to take the course. 

Ne had instructions from the War De- 
partment to select and train 2500 men,’’ 
he said. ‘‘There was a fear that the num- 
ber of applicants would not be sufficient 
and we made heavy drafts on the early 
comers. 

“The local examiners were instructed 
to mark each card A, B or C, according to 
the examiner’s opinion of the applicant. 
We numbered each card as it came to us, 
and ignmediately called upon all A and B 
men up to 3300. By that time it was ap- 
parent that we were going to have plenty 
of applicants. In fact, we recetved more 
than GOOO approved applications. 

* “When we reached 3300, which gave 
us about 2500 men by throwing out those 
listed as C, we received örders from the 
War Department to reserve room for cer- 
tain men from the national guard, the 
Officers Reserve and other organizations 
totaling about 430. 
over our capacity,

“We have also found among the stu- 
dents several who had physical defects 
which barred them, and these have been 
sent home. We will probably be down to 
2500 next week. 

“The War Department in several tele- 
grams has assured ua that other camps 
will be heltd- The plans are not matured, 
but the department is anxious that all 
those men not called for this camp be kept 
in line for the nezt school. The nert 
school will be a better one, for we will 
take advantage of all the mistakes made 
in this one. Everything was done with 
such a rush this time that errors were in- 
evitable."’ . 


strate the physical strength and fitness which 
they will after while require of their men in 
times of stress. They must know the drill and 
be well drilled themselves, that they may drill 
others. They must march their 15 miles a day, 
and carry their packs and rifles now, so that they 
will know just how much their men can stand. 

“Success in battle is the ultimate object of all 
military training.“ This is the first sentence in 
Infantry Manual on Combat. 


New Ideas on How to March. 


To be efficient in battle the soldier must have 
the power to march to the scene and have enough 
left to fight when he is there. These students 
are acquiring the facilities that their men must 
have. All ever the parade ground, in squads of 
eight, they are driving reawakening muscles to 
fitness. They are hurrying themselves to that 
degree of training where the articulation of ear 
and brain and muscle is so complete that orders 
are obeyed without thought. Soon they will train 
the men they will command tothe same efficiency. 

The young bookkeeper who danced so well is 
finding another suppleness of muscle and lightness 
of foot. The things he had learned he can for- 
get for a while, and the things he is learning he 
must learn well. He js being made over, recon- 
structed and readjusted for one particular end, to 
wit, that he may de effective and sure when the 
time comes that he will leap across the parapet 
and show his men the way through the dawn on 
No Man’s Land. 

The book learning of the officer is minimized 
at the beginning of the school. The physical end 
of his instruction and development is allowed 
the gerater part of the time, because the phys- 
ically unfit can more quickly be weeded out, and 
the percentage of intelligent, educated men who 
are mentally or temperamentally unfit for the 
service is very small. Not every man will make 
a Major-General, but almost every one can be 
made into a Second Lieutenant, and the further 
and higher advance is in a future beyond this 
school. 


Learning to Handle Men. 


The training of a soldier, however elaborate 
and prolonged, looks only to the one end, his 
day of battle. What the outcome of the battle 
may be is in the lap of the gods, but the training 
has the one aim of making the man fit and ready. 
When the great day comes there must be no doubt 
about what he will do, and there must be no doubt 
that he will do it well. 

Behind the soldier with his rifle on the firing 
line there are many men, his supports, high offi- 
cers, transports, commissary, supply and the in- 
numerable aids that are never seen. Technically, 
this is known as depth.“ Whether the depth is 
six men or 10 men, the soldier on the line is the

Personality Is. Submerged. 


An army is a machine and only in acting as a 
unit does it gain its ends. So the young man 
who was quite somebody back home and whose 
personality had often been the subject of com- 
ment, must submerge himself in the sea of khaki. 
He is no longer the promising youth, he is an 
olive green spot in a line of soldiers. 

The student who has never had any difficulty 
in expressing his thoughts or transferring his 
words, now must learn new ways of speaking. 
So now he stands on the base of the Wounded 
Knee monument, a maple branch in either hand, 
learning the semaphore alphabet: 

When the great day comes he may have to give 
his orders that way. 

All these things have been well impressed upon 
the students. They doubtless knew most of it 
when they came, but their instructors have made 
it very clear, and the students proceed with en- 
ergy to fit themselves for their work. 

It is not a schoolboy lark. These are very 
earnest and intense young men, trying to get all 
they can out of the short period of schooling. 
There is not much time for the ethics and theory 
of war. The practice is too essential and it cannot 
be read out of a book. A liberal sprinkling of old 
noncommissioned officers among the students is 
serving well to teach the new men the etiquette 
While the minor 
things will matter little in the pinch, they are 
part of the training.

The first month of the school will be devoted 


exclusively to infantry work. Then the instruc- 
tors will select the men for other branches of 
the service, and their subsequent instruction will 
be specialized. 

“We do not expect to turn out finished officers,” 
said Maj. Nuttman, senior instructor of the school, 
“but to turn out men as well fitted as we can 
fit them in the time allowed. It is generally be- 

lieved in the army that it requires a year to make 

a good private soldier, and our course at West 

Point is four years. In three months we cannot 

équip a man thoroughly, but we can give him the 

toundation on which to build, and we can put him 
in physical trim for a campaign. 

“Certain of the men doubtless will advance 
much more rapidly than others. Men who in civil 
life have been accustomed to the direction of num- 
bers of men and who appreciate the value and 

virtues of discipliné, and who are quick thinkers, 
quick at decision, are the men who will make 
the best officers.

On the other 

hand, it is necessary to recognize 
how changed is the situation in the 
Balkans now that Rumania has come 
in and been eliminated and Russia 
has temporarily or permanently 
collapsed. 

There have been, during the pres- 
ent war, many situations and aj num- 
ber of crises in the Banlkans. In 
1915 the allied prospects were more 
hopeful than at any time since’ Servia 
was then defending her Danube fron- 
tier. Bulgaria was neutral. Turkey 
was hard pressed at Gallipoli, and 
Rumania seemed on the point of join- 
ing the allies. At this point allied 
diplomacy endeavored to enlist 
Greece and Bulagaria and failed com- 
pletely. Bulgaria joined the central 
Powers. Germany sent Mackensen 
southward and opened the Constan- 
tinople-Vienna-Berlin railroad. The 
Servian army was driven into Alba- 
nia and temporarily off the European 
mainland, and the French and British 
forces arrived at Saloniki too late to 
serve any useful purpose. 


Sarrail’s Desperate Effort. 


Thus in the closing weeks of 1915 
the allies lost any last chance of 
dominating the Balkans, and Greece, 
through its King, quickly demon- 
strated a solidarity of feeling with 
the central Powers which led ulti- 
mately to a revolution and to a state 
of anarchy. There are two Hellenic 
Governments now—one headed by 
King Constantine, ruling at Athens 
and serving the German interests in 
so faf as it is possible; the other 
headed by Venizelos at Saloniki and 
devoted to the cause of the allies. 

Last fall there arose a new crisis in 
the Balkans coincident with the en- 
trance of Rumania into the war. For 
many months Gen. Sarrail had been 
pushing northeast and northwest 
from Saloniki and had carried his 
lines approximately to the Greek 
frontier, between the Struma River 
and Lake Presba, which is southwest 
of Monastir. Still further to the west- 
ward an Italian

Before Rumania 
enta:red the war the German and Aus- 
trian communications with Turkey 
and the Near East depended upon a 
sina le line of railroad between Vien- 
na, Belgrade and Constantinople and 
upon the Danube River as far as 
Bul; rarian territory, a line which was 
alwi 1ys subject to interruption by Ru- 
mat lan artillery.

VODKA IN RURAL RUSSIA 


Prohibition Has Been . = 
Cities But Druskeness Ig l- 
creasing tin Villages. 41 
Correspondence of the Associated Presa, 
PETROGRAD, April 12.—Prohibi 
traffic in vodka, which went into 
at the beginning of the war, white 
reducing to a minimum the percentage 
vf drunkenness in cities throughout the 
empire, has met with leas flattering 
results in the villages, according to re- 
ports recently received. In these rural 
communities secret distilleries . have 
sprung up and a ‘‘new scourge’ hag 
taken the place of the vodka of other 
days. This is especially true of Siberiag 
villages, says Ryetch. A Siberian Dep. 
uty is quoted to the effect that the 
peasants, instead of bringing corn to the 
towns to sell, are engaged in bringing 
the small stocks remaining in such towas 
for sale to secret distilleries of vodks 
at fancy prices, sometimes paying ee 
high as 14 cents a . 
“This communication,” continues, Rye. 
etch, “is confirmed by the ider 
press. Nearly every village now. hae 
its own distillery. Consumption of this 
home-made product is increasing he 
number of hooligans in the villages.en@ 
the latter are suffering in consequence, 
And this evil is not confined to Siberia, 
In the middie provinces the same gos 
ditions exist. The Tamboveky end 
Vestnik says of these provinces: Home, 
made vodka is consumed in 
quantities In spite of ite high 
peasants have plenty of money — 
few distractions in the villages, drinking 
is on the increase.’ The latter article 
concludes with the significant oheerva- 
tion: Perhaps those who are afraid of 
an educated peasant are secretiy @e@-

“The disposition of incapacitated 
‘soldiers, during the war and after, is 
one of the questions which psychology 
must help to solve. Pensioned idle- 
| ness may prove to be the very worst 
posible solution. It may not only 
‘deprive the State of useful services, 
‘but wreck the individual soul by con- 
| demning it to uselessness. 

“Another question, of dominant 
importance socially is the effect of 
War and military organization upon 
the individual citizen. Will it destroy 
| his individual initiative? If it has 
that tendency, are tnere possible 
‘changes in the military organization 
bye which the tendency may be 
checked? 

“In war the private soldier and all 
but a handful of officers at the very top 
are kept in complete ignorance of the 
ends to be.attained. Their one duty 
is to obey; they must trust to their 
superiors for results. Such a system 
demands that they shall be fed and 
clothed and cared for—relieved so 
for as it is humanly possible from the 
individual struggle for existence. This 
is in many ways the opposite of what 
has been demanded for efficient citi- 
zenship in peace. 

After the War—what? Will we 
‘have produced a race,psychologically 
unfitted for individualism and com- 
petition ,and must the State continue 
to be a paternalistic provider? Will 
the war force the nations into social- 
ism, not merely as an economic but 
a psychological necessity? Will it 
necessitate a complete new standard 
of morals? May it not be that many 
of our recognized virtues will become 
vices and many of our recognized 
vices become virtues? These may not 
seem like practical questions, as it is 
inevitable that we accept whatever 
form of civilization ensues; but un- 
less these tenderctes are understood, 
unless we note the changes in human 
mature from day to day, no practical 
pyschological science can be con- 
structed,

history of the world to study human 
psychology. It is an opportunity for 
which none of us would willingly 
pay the terrible price; but it is here 
and we must make the most of it. 
The history of the average civilian’s 
first year in military service is a 
phenomenon worthy of infinite study. 

Note the transformation at the 
outset, when the war cloud first 
breaks. Men who have been separated 
by seemingly impassable social gulfs 
suddenly begin to fraternize. This 
sudden mixing of new elements it- 
self produces unique stimulations and 
strange results. Emotionalism rules, 
and with it there is a lapse of the 
usual intellectual standards. Cre- 
dulity breaks out. People are sudden. 
ly susceptible to the influence of 
wild rumors and foolish superstition. 

There is high tension everywhere 
and the strangest psychic contagion. 
In no other way can we account for 
the outbreaks of the formerly calm 
devotees of science in the German 
universities, confusedly mixing Ger- 
man culture with the system of 
Prussian militarism. 

“Next note the parting from home 
and loved ones with it attendant ex- 
citement. The joy of sacrifice is 
felt by millions who never seemed to 
have a social concept before. The 
esprit de corps of the army; the in- 
tense activity of the training camp; 
the physical transformation of puny 
clerks into giants of strength and en- 
durance, the games, songs, theatricals 
and other activities so absorbing in 
their nature, that home memories be- 
gin to pale; loved ones are thought of 
with surprising infrequency and it be- 
comes harder to write to them. 

“Then the trenches—silence, 
mobility, infinite repression 
bined with infinite tension; the 
‘sapping’ underground in caverns 
which may be blown to atoms at any 
moment; fighting in the clouds miles 
above the earth—no wars in all his- 
tory ever called for such strains upon 
the human organism as this. Finally, 
the charge through such a seething 
hell that all the figurative descrip- 
tions of war in literature fail to 
give a picture of it. Such is the 
war that 4s possible by modern 
science. It is the supreme function 
of science to make another war im- 
possible. 

“Yes, I am for the war. America 
must win. Things dearer than life 
itself are at stake—democracy, the 
American idea, the rights of man, 
to shape his own destiny. I love the 
German people and the German devo- 
tion to science. I love their culture 
—not their kultur, which is a hybrid 
creation of science and militaristic 
megalomania—and I hope the time 
is not far distant when we may sit 
| down with the great minds among our 
present enemies to face and solve our 
common problems. 

“In the meantime our nation could 
not do different than it has done. 
And if the American ideas is to be- 
come triumphant, we must match 
strength with knowledge. We must 
emulate Germany in one respect by 
calling to the national service @l 
the scientists we can muster, in what- 
ever branch of scientific research 
they have happened to be engaged. 

“In intellectual fesources America 
need not consider herself outclassed 
by any nation on earth. It is the 
mobilization of these resources which 
presenta the greatest problem. As 
for the psychologists, they should 
| seize this opportunity to concentrate 
attention upon the immediate prob- 
lems of the war. It is not only their 
patriotic duty, but their duty to 
acience as well; for no such oppor- 
tunity, we feverently hope, will ever 
come again. It is our opportunity to 
dissect——-to vivisect— the human soul; 
to take psychology from the ranks of 
speculative study and build up a great 
body of certified truth.”

About 1600 Delegates, From U. 
S. and Canada, to Hold Five- 
Day Convention. 


FROLIC. FEATURE VETOED 


Hospitality, Entertainment and 
Parade Merely as Needed Re- 
lief From Serious Work. 


Advertising men—pleasq don't call 
them ad .men’’—will talk business in 
St. Louis, at the thirteenth annual con- 
vention of the Associated Advertising 
Clubs of the World, which is to open 
Sunday afternoon, June 8, and continue 
through Thursday afternoon, June 7. 

Advertising men are men who buy 
and sell advertising, for themselves or 
for others. On the buying side, the 
Associated Advertising Clubs of the 
World embrace the heads of business 
concerns, their advertising representa- 
tives and the proprietors and employes 
of advertising agencies. On the selling 
side, they include members of the busi- 
ness staff of newspapers, advertising 
solicitors, billboard and street car ad- 
vertising men and others who deal in 
publicity. 

Some 1600 voting devegates, represent- 
ing the constituent clubs throughout the 
United States and Canada, with a 
membership of more than 15,000, are ex- 
pected to attend the daily morning ses- 
sions of the general organization, which 
will be held in the Jefferson Theater 
members of advertising 
clubs, not voting delegates, will attend 
the general sessions and the afternoon 
meetings of the 20 departmental units, 
which will be held in various places, 
motsly in the city hall and the Municipal 
Courts Building. Wives and children of 
delegates, who will accompany them, 
will add largely to the numbers of the 
gathering, for whose accommodation all 
the available hotel and clubhouse space 
has been reserved. 


Convention No Frolic. 5 

This convention is not going to de 
a frolic. There will be hospitality, 
entertainment and a parade, and these 
things are being arranged with a view 
to the thorough enjoyment of every- 
one. But word has gone forth that 
no one is to come merely for the 
entertainment features. Those who 
will not attend the meetings and do 
their bit in the discussions, or at 
least listen attentively and take notes, 
are not degired. A railroad poster, 
announcing the convention, which 
was confidently submitted go a con- 
vention official for his appfoval, was 
vetoed by him because it emphasized 
the entertainment features unduly, 
and “looked like a circus poster.” 

Neither will this be a convention 
whose energy is spent chiefly in de- 
termining a contest as to the place 
of holding next year’s convention. 
There will be competition of this sort, 
but it will not be permitted, as has 
happened in some large gatherings, 
to absorb the greater part of the at- 
tention of the delegates and the pub- 
lic. Detroit will try to get the 1918 
meeting, and San Francisco is to send 
a aelegation here in automobiles for the 
same purpose. 

The advertising men—as already 
noted, they are trying to discard the 
shorter and uglier name of “ad men” 
—have set themsélves a serious task 
in each of their recent national, or 
international, gathtrings. -At some 
previous conventions, speakers em- 
phasized the demand for Truth in ada 
vertising, as an indispensable condi- 
tion of gaining public confidence. 

New Slogan This Year. 

The importance of Truth is just as 
great as it ever was, and the word 
“Truth” is spread across the emblem 
of the organization. But the adver- 
tising men feel that their campaign 
for truthfulness has been won, and 
that advertisers and the public have 
been brought to a better understand- 
ing, and a new basis for confidence 
laid. So, this wear, the convention 
will try to impress on business men, 
and on the public, the proposition 
expressed in these words: ADVER. 
TISING LOWERS THE COST oF Dis: 
TRIBUTION.” 

There is a widespread impression, of- 
ficlals of the Associated Advertising 
Clubs say, that the large sums sperit for 
advertising increase the selling cost of 
the products advertised, and thus con- 
stitute a tax on the ultimate consumer. 
This idea has cropped out in some pro- 
posals to tax large concerns, for war 
purposes, on the basis of théir advertis- 
ing expenditures. 

To overcome this idea, speakers tn the 


to prove that advertising, by increasing 
the demand, multiplies production, ana 
does not increase, but actually lessens 
the selling price. A demonstration of 
‘this proposition will also be offered in 
the advertising exhibit, which is to be 
open to the public in the City Hall ro- 
tunda. 

One instance, which will be set forth 
in detail in the exhibit, te that of a 
breakfast food manufactory, which, as 
it inc ite advertising space, was 
able to make successive reductions in 
its selling price, m spite of increased 
expenses in several lines. 

The war has cut off the representa- 
tion of European countries in the or- 
ganization, but it retains the worde “of 
the World” in its name, to show ite m 
ternational character. Canada wih be 
represented by delegations from ge 
eral of the principal cities, ind it has 
been the expectation that delegates 
from Austrailia would be here. Before 
the war tut leading European countries 
were represented in the annual conven- 
tions, one of which was held tn Toronto

MOTHERS’ AND BABIES’ | 
SIMMER HEALTH CAMP 


Women’s Auxiliary of Provident 
Association to Undertake 
Project on Modest Scale. 


For the last two years the St. Louis 
Provident Association has had under 
serious consideration the establishment 
of a summer health camp for sick moth- 
ers and babies. Many who are on the 
verge of illness, or who are convalesing 
from illness, are found in poor tene- 
ment house surroundings, where it is 
difficult to restore them to health. The 


placing of these persons in the coun- 
try, with plenty of fresh air and good 


extreme cases, for four weeks, it is said, 
is imperatively needed. There is said 
to be no agency in St. Louis that fills 
this need at the present time, in which 
respect St. Louis is behind almost every 
other large city in the country. 

A few weeks ago the Women’s Auxil- 
lary of the Provident Association was 
organized, of which the officers are as 
follows: Mrs. Charles Cummings Collin 
president; Mrs. W. K. Bixby, Mrs. W. 
E. Fischel, honorary vice presidents, 
Mrs. N. A. McMillan, Mrs. Albert Blair. 
Mrs. Paul Brown, Mrs. Frank P. Hays, 
vice presidents; Mrs. Thomas L. Ander- 
son, secretary; Mrs. Albert Terry, treas- 
urer. 

Seme of Undertakings. 

Among the things that the auxiliary 
is undertaking to do is to find ways 
and means to make the citizens of St. 
Louis better acquainted with the work 
and methods of the Provident. They 
will also interest themselves in the work 
of the Women’s Lodge and Sewing 
Room. They also will serve as volun- 
teers on the Advisory Committees in 
the several districts and serve.as volun- 
teers in the work with families. 

The women’s auxiliary is much im- 
pressed with the need of a summer 
health camp for the conservation of 
babies, to which mothers with their 
children, who are on the verge of ill- 
ness or convalescent from recent illness, 
and others who are weak and anemic 
from insufficient nourilshment and bad 
surroundings can be sent for periods 
of from two to four weeks. In many 
instances such fresh air and good food 
as can thus be supplied is necessary 
for their restoration to health. 

The board of directors of the Provi- 
dent Association has approved the ope:i- 
ing up of such a camp this summer on 
a modest scale. A house has been 
tendered free of rent near Boyd, Mo., 
which will accommodate from % to 30 
mothers and their children. 

Transportation Costs Contributed. 

One of the women of the auxiliary has 
volunteered to pay all the transporta- 
tion costs for the mothers and children 
to and from the camp. Others are vol- 
unteering to furnish cots, mattresses, 
dishes and other equipment. A trained 
nurse and competent help will be placed 
in charge. 


The limited number of mothers and 


selected from among those most in need 
of the care to be given. The building 
is a large stone house on a hillside anil 
is surrounded by several acres of trees. 
It is hoped to have the camp in opera- 
tion soon. The daily attendance of a 
physician will be arranged for.

PETROGRAD, May 19.—The war has 


considerably longer than where brought into Petrograd, for the firat 


time in their existence, some of the ob- 
scure, half-forgotten races which inhabit 
the Transcaspian regions, the frozen 
reaches of the North, and other remote 
provinces of the Russian empire. Most 
of these savage peoples are as far re- 
moved from civilization as their ances- 
tors of 2000 years ago, and, though nom- 
inally belonging to Russia, have enjoyed 
none of the privileges of Government 
protection conferred upon the other for- 
eign races which occupy races in the 
central portion of the empire. 

Appeals are now being made to the 
Government to take all possible meas- 
ures to preserve and protect these tribes, 
who are fast becoming extinct, leaving 
some of the most fertile and riches: 
parts of Russia untenanted and neglect- 
ed. : 
Among these races are the Votiaks, 
Tungusi and the Samoyeds, all of whicn 
occupy lands rich in varied produce and 
which contribute considerably to the re- 
sources of the country. It is argued that 
if no precautions are taken to prevent 
the extinction of these races, which 18 
being hastened by scurvy and other dis- 
ease, lands which they occupy will be- 
come uninhabited and Russia will lose 
a source of considerable revenue.

Everyone Must Lend Hand. 
The present, and especially the pros- 
pective food situation, is becoming 
serious, not only here but throughout 
the world, and while it is not best to 
become hysterical, it is of greatest im- 
portance that all available land should 
be used for standard food crops as far 
as the available labor of the country, as 
well as the cities will permit, for many 
of these who live in cities will be need- 
ed to care for the coming crop. The 
food problem must be solved individual- 
ly as well as by organized effort. 

Each must lend a patriotic heart and 
hand to produce food for the great 
cause, Each must do that to which he 
is best adapted by education and en- 
vironment. Much will be learned in 
economical food culture and conserva- 
tion this season, which, though not im- 
mediately available in this crisis which 
has so suddenly befell us, yet will be of 
inestimable value in the future in avert- 
ing similar condition. 

While California, where two or three 
or more corps of many vegetables like 
peas, beans, onions, potatoes, beets cab- 
bage and some other staples may be 
grown each agason, cannot feel the fooa 
shortage and increased prices as it 
must be felt in the central and Eastern 
states, especially the citles, vet that 
there is a heretofore wholly unknown 
deficiency of food is too evident to those 
who can see broadly. 

Proper Cure of Soll. 

All soils must be well plowed or 
spaded and well worked, thus making 
the needed mineral elements avall- 
able. Sufficient moisture supplied 
either by natural or artificial  irri- 
gation is imperative, and all crops 
are greatly increased by cultivation, 
especially immediately after a heavy 
rainfall or irrigation. Weeds should 
not be allowed to feed at the same 
cridb from which useful plants re- 
ceive their nourishment. The plants 
producing foode containing the most 
nourishment, and which also at this 
late date can be planted for this 
season's crops, are here named in 
about the order of their food value 
per acre—most of them can be grown 
almost throughout the United States: 
Beans of all kinds, peas, potatoes, 
sweet and field corn, the vartous 
Eaffir corns (especially in arid re- 
gions). barley and, among garden 
vegetables, beets, onions, parsnips, 
cabbage, turnips, white and red tu- 
bercua, artichokes, pumpkins and 
squashes.

$1,000,000 10 BE 
RAISED: FOR 200 
MA 10 YEARS 


Special Tax Voted Last Fall Will 
Make About $125,000 
First Lear. 


NEW BUILDING PLANS 


Collection Expected to Be One 
of Best in America Within 
Few Years. 


More than $1,000,000 will be raised 
in taxes during the next ten years 
for the development of the zoologi- 
cal garden in Forest Park. This 
money will be supplied by the special 


tax of 2 cents on the $100 valuation, 
voted last fall. The first year’s in- 
come to the 200 from this source 
will Be about $125,000. It is calculated 
that it will grow by annual incre- 
ments of $6000 until the taxpayers 
decide to abolish it. 

In ten years during which the first 
$1,000,000 ia collected, the Board of 
Control in charge of the Forest Park 
zoo believes that the collection of 
birds and beasts owned by the city for 
the delight and eplightenment of its 
residents will be among the largest 
and most reprgsentative in North 
America. 

Growth Mas Been Steady. 

Even now, after a haphazard 
growth from a small nucleus of 
animals and fewls, and a few make- 
shift pens and paddocks, the zoo is a 
place of interest and education for 
thousands who visit it each week. 
Four years ago a few buffalo, deer 
and bear, and a dosen or two of birds 
were the only specimens in the 200. 

By donations from private citizens 
and by purchases at the public ex- 
pense the number of animals has in- 
creased to 150 and the birds only a 
few less. The birds are worth about 
$2500. There are about 30 species of 
animals in the collection, including 
lions, kangaroos, orangoutang, hy- 
enas, a tiger and an elephant. 

The animals now in the zoo have a 
value of at least $15,000. At the prices 
that prevail now on account of the 
war, they probably could not be re- 
placed for twice that sum. An ad- 
ditional $5000 will be added to the 
present valuation when zebras, which 
arrived in New York from Africa the 
other day, are included in the col- 
lection. 

Improvements Being Made. 

" Cages for birds and houses and 
paddocks for the animals in the zoo 
cost about $76,000, although the city 
did not bear all this experse. The 
big bird cage, valued at $26,000, was 
the gift of the United States Gov- 
ernment. The Board of Control will 
spend $5000 this year in rewiring the 
cage. The lion house cost $20,000 
and the elephant hoyse, which will 
be ready June 1, will have cost 322, 
000. There ig an investment of about 
$10,000 in the pens, paddocks and 
smaller cages for the other denizens 
of the zoo. 

Anticipating the revenues from the 
special tax for the zoo, there was 
lent to the Board of Control this 
year $50,000 for new buildings, tanks 
ind repairs and for the purchase of 
additional birds and animals. 

A house for the small animals will 
be bullt next autumn at a cost of 
$15,000. At the bottom of the hill, 
near “Zoo Lake,” Will be located 
the sea lion tank, which will cost 
$6000. Directly east of this will 
be the alligator pools, farther toward 
the Billon avenue entrance of the 
park will be situated the beaver dam. 
The “pools for Alligators will cost 
$2500 and the dam will cost $1600. 

Bear Pits Win Cost 918,000. 

The new bear pits will be estab- 
lished in a grove of trees directly 
west of the lion house. The board 
will epénd $18,000 on these pits. A 
“monkey mound,” enclosed by a moat 
full 6f water, will be built next au- 
tumn. This mound will be provided 
with retreats in the rock for the 
monkeys, whieh can protect them- 
selves in cold wenther by retiring 
into the caverns. 

The house for the small animals 
will bé so constructed that in warm 
weather its occupants can be seen in 
their respective yards“ in the open 
air. In Winter they can be vidwed 
from interior cerridors in front of 
their cages. The zebus, warthogs, 
pickering. hogs and kangaroos will 
be tn this house. 

In addition to the several butld- 
ings, some of which are to be erect- 
ed this year, the Board of Control 
contemplates the laying of walks 
from the main entrance at Billon 
avenue and between the several 
houses and pits. 

Tue 70 acres which the city has set 
aside tor the sdojogical garden will 
gradually be brought to a high state 
of development. Plans for this 5 
velopment have been prepared so that 
the accretions in the way of bulldings, 
pools, pits and paddocks will eventually ö 
constitute an artistic whole. 

Will Accept Denetipas. 

Park Cémmisaionet Cumliff, who ts

HIS inting, by Marion Swinton, is one of the most notable recéntly exhibited by the Society of In- 

8 "dependent Artists, of New York. It pictures a sadly bereft child of the war zone and is graphically 
expressive of the tragedy that war brings to helpless children. The smoke and bursting explosives form 
a most effective background. 
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O pieture yet born in the fiery fervor of war has equaled in emotional impressiveness this symbolization of The 
Crime of Rheims by M. Charles Duvent, the eminent soldier-ertist commissioned by the French Government as 
„Painter to the Armies. M. Duvent, who has lately brought to America a collection of his works for exhibition in 
aid of the American War Relief work, spent nearly two years at the battle fronts, depicting from actuality the 
mournful spectacle of ‘‘ France Destroyed. 

The bombardment began in September, 1914, after the battle of the Marne. It continues with renewed intensity today. 
**Since the Ist of April, reports a French Deputy who hag just visited the scene, ‘‘65,000 shells have fallen into Rheims. The 
number of houses demolished or set on fire exceeds anything in preceding bombardments.’’ 

The Archbishop of Rheims, Cardinal Lacon, in a personal letter to M. Duvent, dated from the Archbishopric of Rheims, Dec. 
9, writes: 

‘*By striking with their sacreligeous blows the Cathedral of Rheims and mutilating it, it is Christ Himself that the barba 
rians have reached and bruised. If what I have been told is true, there arg those among our enemies themselves who have wel! 
understood this. Inhabitants of Rheims, it seems, were told by German prisoners: ‘Bombarding the Cathedral is bad, bad! Bad 
for you, but bad also for us.’

How the swift little submarine chasers scour the ocean sur- 
face to jump up the elusive undersea craft of the 
enemy and get into action Their method of operat- 
ing the drag bomb—Thrilling exploit of a successful

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Uncle Sam is taking steps to 
standardize airplane making 
and turn them out faster— 
There were only a dozen 
factories in operation when 
war was declared, all mak- 
ing a different type of ma- 
chine and dependent upon 
manufacturers of parts, but 
100 aviation engineers now 
are at work of reorganiza- 
tion — The care which. is 
necessary in turning out a 
machine 


NE of the first things to which 
the United States had to turn 
its attention when it entered 
the war with Germany was 
airplane building. As rapidly 
as possible the industry is. be- 
ing placed on a war basis. 

When war was declared there were fewer 
than a dozen airplane factories in the coun- 
try. There, has recently been formed the 
American Association of Airplane Manu- 
facturers, with a combined capitalization of 
$30,000,000 and a combined capacity of 175 
airplanes a week. All the resources of these 
plants have been offered to the Government. 

At the outset aviation engineers recommended that 
to avoid economic waste the industry should undergo 
remodeling. While each factory has its own parts stand- 
ardized as to certain models, these are not interchange- 
able with other factories and it would be impossible to 
supply an adequate number of aircraft on short notice 
for the reason that airplane makers are dependent upon 
makers of parts and accessories. The lack of standard- 
ization of models and parts to a general basis for. all 
machines puts it beyond the ability of even the largest 
parts manufacturers to turn them out with the proper 
degree of efficiency. It is declared that one of the 
largest companies has had to fill orders for as many as 
2800 different sizes and specifications for simple bolts 
alone. 

As at present conducted, the process of building an 
airplane in this country is a slow one. For instance, the 
pontoons for hydroairplanes are made of mahogany 
planking, cdrefully worked down and polished. Each

pontoon is about 14 feet long, weighs several hundred 
pounds and requires from.3000 to 5000 copper screws set 
about half an inch apart. These are all put in by hand, 
with ratchet screwdrivers, and it takes considerable time 
for a gang of eight men to do this to one pontoon alone. 
Each pontoon is decked over like a yacht, with a strong, 
rigid frame and bulkhead partitions. Before it is fin- 
ished much polishing and varnishing must be done, each 
coat of varnish being allowed to dry before the nex? is 
put on. 

The painstaking care devoted to the pontoons also ap- 
plies to the other parts—the wing frames and the 
stretching of the varnished silk to them, the frame of 
the plane, the fuselage, the frame for the engine, the en- 
gine itself, which has to follow rigid specifications as 
to weight, horsepower, number of revolutions and dozens 
of minor details. There are also the steering apparatus, 
propellers, which have to be set at the proper pitch, the 
ailerons and other devices for maintaining equilibrium, 
the rudder and many other things. 
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Working on pontoons. 


When the machine is completed it must 
be tested and fitted with all kinds of sei- 
entific instruments to determine speed, 
height, temperature, etc. The pontoons havé 
to be tested for leakage, for landing on thes 
water and the whole machine for climbing 
ability and speed as well as ability to stay 
up and rigidity under all conditions. 

All these tests must be made by the man 
ufacturer himself. Then comes the official 
test by the representatives of the Govern- 
ment before the machine is accepted. Con- 
gress recently set aside $12,250,000 for air- 
craft for the army and $4,000,000 for the 
navy and 400 machines have been ordered. 
It will be seen from the foregoing that 
with the industry at the stage in which it 
was when war was declared the making of 
these machines is no small undertaking. 
However, some 100 aviation engineers are 
working on the subject of standardization 
and probably before a year has fassed tre- 
mendous strides will hay been made to- 
ward obtaining faster results. 

Two French battleplanes, of the type in 
use on the war fronts, have been ordered 
by the Government, and from these will be 
designed a machine to be adopted for war 
purposes by the United States. This entails 
much work, as a large number of prints and 
specifications must be prepared, with minute 
directiong as to parts, so that parts manu- 
facturers can turn them out in large quanti- 
ties. Manufacturers not now in the industry 
also must be mobilized for participation in 

the making of these parts. 

Quoting a newspaper dispatch from aerial headquar- 
ters in France, which said that in French army circles 
it was suggested that it might be well for the United 
States to specialize in the war in aviation and machine- 
gun detachments, Representative Hulbert of New York 
declared in Congress a few weeks ago: 

“And I wondered just how much co-operation the 
United States Government, with its 175 machines in 
active use, could afford France and Great Britain, who’ 
combined have 20,000 trained pilots, 20,000 machines and 
an air personnel of 200,000 officers and men.“ 

At the same time Representative Hulbert submitted 
to Congress the report of the Advisory Committee of 
Aeronautics on the establishment of the naval reserve 
forces of the United States, which said, in part: 

“Regarding the efficiency of American airplanes, our 
committee has investigated the subject and has found 
that, type for type, American manufacturers supply
